Real Estate Section 


Carl D. Schlitt, Solicitor of the Home Title Guaranty Company ad- 
dressed the Real Property Section of the Brooklyn Bar Association on 
October 18, 1950 at its clubhouse on problems which impede the transfer 
of title to real estate, which are particularly curable by legislation. 

Frank A. Barrera, Chairman of the Section, reported that the meet- 


ing was well attended and the talk was followed by questions and general 
discussion. 





Our president, Julius Applebaum attended the meeting and announced 
that he had appointed a committee headed by Abraham Lehman to study 
the question of minimum fees on real estate transactions. 
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The President’s Page 


This County is the most populous in the State. Before election, it is 
the most popular with candidates. After election, it is the most neglected. 
Brooklyn has never sought special favor. Its citizens have pride in their 
Borough. However, they have justified resentment because of the dis- 
crimination shown against Brooklyn. 


We do not envy the fine courthouses of the other Boroughs. They 
are entitled to their fine buildings. But, what about Brooklyn? Some 
courthouses in Brooklyn are a disgrace to our Borough and to the admin- 
istration of justice. 


The need for an additional Surrogate in Kings County was studied 
by our non-partisan Committee on Surrogate’s Court and reported to our 
Association. The statistics of the Surrogate’s Court showed a volume of 
matters equal to the Surrogate’s Court in New York County where for 
many years there have been two Surrogates. The recommendation and 
the request for an additional Surrogate was approved by our Association. 


Political considerations—more in the nature of meddling and mud- 
dling—and insufficiency of time were the excuses given for the failure to 
provide our County with the additional Surrogate so very much needed 
for a proper administration of justice in the court so frequently called 
“the Widows and Orphans Court”. Our State Legislature and our Gov- 
ernor found ample time and no difficulty at the last session of the Legis- 
lature to pass and to approve legislation for additional Judges in other 
sections of the State. What do they intend to do for Brooklyn in 1951? 


The Justices of New York State are the highest paid of any State in 
the Nation. They should be. The judicial system is the most costly of 
any State in the Nation. It should be. It is not the most effective or most 
efficient system in the country. It should be. No business man could 
avoid bankruptcy if he conducted his business by a comparable system. 
This is no reflection upon the individual Judges but it is a most serious 
criticism of the system as a whole. 


In 1937 and 1938, a Committee of this Association prepared and sub- 
mitted for consideration a plan for the revision of our judicial system 
which plan I deem the best yet proposed. Unfortunately, it was not 
adopted by the Constitutional Convention. Recently, a so-called “Peck 
Plan” for the consolidation of some courts within New York City was 
proposed. It was opposed as unsound and costly by our Association and 
other responsible groups. Governor Thomas E. Dewey more recently 
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submitted for consideration the so-called Missouri Plan. The Missouri 
Plan has some advantages and some disadvantages. 


Our Association has twice urged the creation of a Commission to 
study all plans and proposals and to report its recommendations to effect 
a modern and efficient judicial system. I now urge that the Legislature 
provide at the next session for a Commission of fifteen, at least ten of 
‘whom shall be lawyers and not more than five laymen representing the 
general public viewpoint. I urge also that no Judges or Legislators or 
representatives of any special or pressure groups be made members of the 
Commission. Some may deem this proposal “idealistic” or “politically in- 
expedient” but I am certain the best plan in the interests of the public and 
of a sound judicial system would emanate from a Commission so con- 
stituted. 


If the political parties and political leaders will subordinate their 
present power and the Legislators and the Governor will act solely in the 
interests of the people, the courts and the administration of justice, the 
Commission can prepare and submit a Constitutional Amendment that 
will, without any additional cost to the taxpayers, provide a more efficient 
judicial system, a better qualified judiciary, more speedy justice and 
better protection for our Judges and our Courts. A proposed judiciary 
article for our State Constitution has already been drafted and is available 
for discussion and improvement. 


Perhaps the public has recently seen enough to give up the delusion 
that “the people elect Judges”. I have often wondered whether the public 


would be willing to select surgeons for our hospitals by the same method 
used to “elect” Judges. 
















































































We shall be better able to preserve our system of government and 
our concept of life, of liberty and of individual rights from the treachery 
and enslavement of Communism if we substitute more idealism for “prac- 
tical politics” in correcting obvious defects which we have too long per- 
mitted to exist. The political roadblock should be removed and the needed 
improvement made.

Postscript TO May Messace: Our Association should take positive 
and effective steps to relieve our Judges from the demands for extra- 
judicial, time-consuming and strength-sapping services made by some or- 
ganizations. The public and the Bench cannot afford the price some 
Judges pay with health and with life to satisfy these demands, however 
worthy the causes.

Mr. Bromley there informed Mr. Applebaum that he had to leave early 
the following morning because he had a meeting of the Committee on 
Judiciary that afternoon and he flew to New York to attend the meeting.

It seems that the practice originated and adopted last year by our 
Committee on Judiciary of putting questions to mayoralty candidates re- 
garding their policy with relation to the judiciary was the subject of dis- 
cussion at the American Bar Association meeting at Chicago and again in 
Washington and a number of states will adopt that practice.

Louis M. Brass, Chairman of the Committee on Municipal Court, 
reported that his Committee, with an assist from our President and the 
cooperation of Presiding Justice Lyman have eliminated a source of irrita- 
tion. Clerks of the Municipal Courts in all five boroughs will henceforth 
accept uncertified checks of attorneys in payment of fees. It was pointed 
out that the clerk’s reluctance was based on the fact that they are per- 
sonally responsible for all uncollectable checks. However, they voluntarily 
agreed to cooperate in effecting this change in policy.

Our President complained bitterly that the Editorial Board took 
undue advantage while he was away at Washington by omitting one item 
of his message and, in its place, got his office to supply them with a 
photograph, for which he apologized. Says Julius “If we are going to 


put in any pictures, we better put in pictures of the women—they are 
much more attractive”. 
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Howard A. Seitz, Chairman of the Committee on Taxation, deliv- 


ered an excellent, concise and illuminating talk on the provisions of the 
Revenue Act of 1950.

Raymond Reisler, Chairman of the Committee on Unlawful Prac-

It was ac- 
ceptable to us and should have been acceptable to them and I hope 
the good judgment of the leaders of the Real Estate Board will pre- 
vail among that group. I do hope that by the next meeting or soon 
that a favorable report will be at hand.”

You Have a Fine Working Library 
—by LYNN G. GOODNOUGH 


We wish to remind you that you have an excellent, up-to-date work- 
ing library of about 5,000 volumes available at usual or unusual hours 
for your personal use. The library occupies the entire second floor of 
our house at 123 Remsen Street and is well equipped in the New York 
and Federal fields of the law, substantive and procedural. We have 
modern fluorescent lighting, and you can have a smoke to stimulate your 
quest for that favorable case in point or as solace if you find that it is 
unfavorable to your cause. Our members’ use of the library has been 
steadily increasing. 


On a recent visit to the library, one of the many diligent young mem- 
bers of our Association informed me that he used the library until one 
o’clock A. M. not long ago, and that Jimmy Caruso, our obliging building 
custodian, furnished him with hot coffee and beer. Jimmy does not wish 
to have this incident regarded as a binding precedent for future similar 
cases, if any, so we cannot guarantee that this treatment will be accorded 
to all of our members. However, it does indicate that our library is a 
pleasant place for your legal research and that at times it provides some- 
thing extra, and also that Jimmy, the lawyer’s friend, does many things 
above and beyond the call of duty. 

Seriously, our library will be open for your use until eleven o’clock 
any evening, or on a holiday or Sunday. If you arrive after five o’clock 
P. M., or on a Sunday or holiday, ring bell and give Jimmy a chance to 
get down from the top floor to open the door. By communicating with 
the Association office, you can readily arrange for use of a conference 
or hearing room. 

Our library contains the American, the five Decennial digests and 
the General Digest, Second Series, covering all decisions of the Appellate 
Courts of the 48 states and those of the Federal courts, including the 
Supreme Court of the United States; also, of course, Abbott’s New York 
Digest, Clark’s Digest Annotator, the Federal Digest, United States Code, 
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Annotated, Code of Federal Regulations, U. S. Tax Court reports, Fed- 
eral Rules Decisions, and our New York statutes and reports, together 
with the Northeastern Reporter covering Illinois, Indiana, Massachusetts 
and Ohio in addition to New York. 


We also have Corpus Juris, Corpus Juris Secundum, L. R. A., 

A. L. R., American Law Institute Restatement of Law, Words and 
Phrases, Williston on Contracts, Pomeroy’s Equity Jurisprudence, 
Fletcher’s Encyclopedia of Corporations, White on Corporations, Warren 
and Butler on Surrogates’ Practice, Collier on Bankruptcy, Weed on 
Real Property, Warren on N. Y. Negligence, Huddy Encyclopedia of 
Automobile Law, Wharton’s Criminal Law, Prentice Hall New York 
and Federal tax services, Moore’s Federal Practice, Rabkin & Johnson 
on Federal Taxation and Current Legal Forms with Tax Analysis, and 
many other important texts.

A New Canon of Ethics? 
—by HON. FRANK E. JOHNSON 


Perhaps the many Canons that were announced some years ago as 
a guide for the profession might have an addition to them, suggested by 
events of the last two years. 


There has never been a time when avowed enemies of our form 
of government and our way of life were as bold and unscrupulous in 
their attitudes and methods as those of today; many who, in spite of 
their American citizenship, work and act for the advancement of ideas 
destructive of both these possessions, guide themselves by a line of con- 
duct laid down by the only government group in the world that can fairly 
be called the enemy of the United States. While we are indifferent to 
what economic system any other nation prefers the danger from that 
enemy is not related to conflict of economic ideologies. The danger is 
because that small group of dictators who have taken control and main- 
tained it by force, in a country with which we have never been at enmity, 
are avowedly committed to the destruction by force of all forms of 
governments except their own. Those Americans who deny that state- 
ment, in spite of what has visibly happened in the last few years, are 
either stupid or dishonest. 


The truly shocking thing is that so many who are energetic only 
for the propagation of these alien, anti-American ideas are American 
citizens; it is even worse that a substantial number are members of the 
Bar. When those who are either spies, or agents, or supporters of this 
alien enemy have been detected violating the law they never lack for 
ready cash-bail regardless of amount; it does not ¢.em possible that any 
intelligent person can doubt where the money comes from. Does it not 
come from the same source that provided tanks in Korea? These men 
are quickly provided with lawyers, who are American citizens, products 
of our free education; they surely are not working for love, and they 
are generally believed to be paid from that same source. 
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Today the officials of bonding companies, not out of any selfish fears 
but facing their duty as American citizens, refuse to go bail for any one 
of that class charged with disloyalty; even men paid by the hour on the 
waterfront have chosen to be idle rather than to handle the products of 
slave-labor, originating in that enemy country, sent here to be sold for 


American dollars whereby that enemy may make easily accessible here 
the cash that its agents need. 


Although these disloyal American traitors are quick to claim the 
protection of the very “due process” they are committed to destroy, 
we are careful to give them that “due process.” Among those accused 
are confessed spies, who admit, or who are caught, betraying their 
country by selling its military secrets, or giving them to the agents of 
that vicious dictatorship. We grant them all their legal rights and com- 
plete “due process of law” when they are tried. 


Should there not be a Canon on the subject of lawyers accepting fees 
for defending these people? Should it not be the duty of a lawyer asked 
to defend such traitors to present the request to the Bar Association, so 
that a group of competent counsel may be assigned, without charge, to 
defend the accused? Their duty would be to see that “due process” was 
scrupulously followed, but they would have no interest in enemy money, 
“framing” defenses, procuring perjury, or outraging decency in their 
attacks on our judicial system and its officers. The power of this enemy 
money must be great indeed, and it must be in plentiful supply, to have 
purchased the protests of lawyers who urge that the incredible and out- 
rageous conduct recently seen in the Federal Court was proper and allow- 
able because the lawyers were “zealous” for their clients! Should there 
not be a Canon that forbids any lawyer to accept fees for that kind of 


“zealousness”, since the pay comes from the only enemy that this nation 
has?
